Council May Use Old Stone in 
Cemetery and Build Four 
More Squares. 



City Engineer Moore has made an 
estimate of how much territory the 
appropriation of $7,500 made by the 
Council for new streets will cover 
After paying for about 1.000 yards 
of intersections to cost $1,500, the 
city will have $6,000 left to pay one 
half of the $12,000, which will con- 
struct 8,000 yards. The contract, 
therefore will cover 9,000 instead of 
8,000 yards as before stated. The 
survey of the streets shows that af- 
ter eight blocks have been provided 
for on Sixth, Seventh and Virginia 
streets, there will be enough lef c to 
extend the bitulithic street to 
Sixteenth, on South Main. This is 
within 1800 yards of the entire 
amount on South Main covered by 
the ordinance. The city's half would

Bryan Is Pleased. 

Secretary Bryan has endorsed the 
Glass currency bill in the following 
strong terms: 

"The plan which the President 
now urges confers great advantage* 
upon the banks while it preserves to 
the people, acting through the gov- 
ernment, all that is essentia! for the 
protection of the public. The notes 
are to be treasury notes issued by 
the government and loaned to the 
regional reserve banks. This is in 
harmony with the Democratic con- 
tention. There is no surrender of 
the government's right to issue 
money. The board of control is ap- 
pointed by the President. Thus, the 
people, acting through the govern- 
ment, are in entire control. This is 
necessary for the protection of the 
public's interest and ought not to be 
objectionable to the banks. The du- 
ties of this central board are so im- 
portant thai they could not, with 
justice to the public, be committed 
to men representing private inter- 
ests. 

The regional reserve banks are to 
represent, not only national 
banks of the district, but such state 
banks as are willing to put them- 
selves upon a footing which will be 
equitable ty the national banks. 

The great point of advantage to 
the banks, an advantage that ought 
to make them willing to accept the 
bill without question, is that it fur- 
nishes a currency which they can 
secure in time of need, without hav- 
ing to put up bonds as security. 

The bond requirement largely neu- 
tral zes the advantage of the money 
issued on them, as security, because 
the banks cannot drawback more 
from the government than they have 
already invested in bonds, but where 
a bank can put up its good assets it 
is able at all times, without sacrifice,, 
to secure any additional circulation 
that the community made need and 
the governing board can be trusted 
to issue its treasury notes to the 
regional reserve banks on terms that 
will be fair and just. 

f he business interests will, I think, 
welcome this bill as an unalloyed 
blessing. It gives them through 
their banks a promise of relief in 
any time of stringency a.vJ it gives 
this promise without putting in the 
hands of the banks a power that 
might be used against them. The 
bill is a faithful fulfillment of the 
promise made in the Baltimore plat- 
form."

being there. "Onr money," wc say, 
liking at the shops in the Plaza di 
Spagna, and the huge gimcrark ho- 
tel*, wham, not long ago, ancient ar- 
chitectural gardens and vinevnrds 
llay out in the sun. And the con- 
sciousness of benefactors enjoying 
themselves makes us amiable. But 
we are not daing good so universally, 
as we suppose. The fox hnnting on 
the Campagna, for example, writes a 
correspondent in Rome, is little less 
than disastrous to the difficult at- 
tempts at cultivation made by the 
poor people living half the year in 
their ravage huts. They are very 
forlorn people, but they have a most 
intelligent hatred for the luxury as 
well as for the oppression of this 
most inconsiderate sport. 

They have, however, no redress. 
How many English spectators of this 
vast old desert plain, with its aque- 
ducts and its few shepherds, and its 
singing carters far apart — this fa- 
mous solitude — know that it is prop- 
erty, that some five or six great land- 
lords own it, and that the handful of 
scattered peasants are in their most 
eager pay? No land ever looked less 
suggestive of landlords, says a writer 
in the London Chronicle. The 
wretched people live in uninhabitable 
huts because stone houses are taxed, 
and the owners of this desert will not 
suffer a tax for their sake. It is too 
true that an Italian spending a holi- 
day in Whitechapel might have some 
fault to find with the state of our 
Iiondon poor.but then Italians do not 
pay visits of pleasure to Whitechapel, 
and we do pay visits of pleasure to 
Rome; and we are born critics, any- 
way.

HAS GOOD AND BAD EFFECT 



Result of Psychological 8tudy of the 
Continuous Um of Caffeine on 
the Human System. 

The influence of caffeine, the sc- 
tive principle of coffee, on mental 
and motor efficiency has been studied 
by the psychologists. The Journal 
of Philosophy, Psychology- i and 
Scientific Methods reviews the ex- 
periments on 16 subjects, ten men 
and six women, over a period of 40 
days, reported by H. L. Holling- 
worth, including an intensive experi- 
ment of three days to study the ef- 
fects of caffeine at close range and to 
determine their rime relations; also a 
seven-day test with syrups. A cup 
of coffee contains about 2.5 grains of 
caffeine. Mr. Hollingworth finds the 
effect of small doses from one to four 
grains, to be stimulating, with no 
appreciable after effect; doses of six 
grains or more clogging of the men- 
tal faculties. Speed and quality of 
performance in typewriting seem to 
be improved with email doses of the 
caffeine alkaloid, from one to three 
grains, and to be unfavorably* affect- 
ed by larger «l-»sei of four to six 
grains. The effect begins in one to 
two hours when the drug is taken in 
a syrup, and from two to three hours 
when taken in capsule form. When 
taken in coffee it is believed that the 
effects of the caffeine may be some- 
what neutralized by other ingredi- 
ents. The effect of continuous use of 
the drug was not determined by 
these experiments. — New York 
Times.

WOm other countries exercised the 
mliK.'s of naturalists for centuries. The 

Hit man to collect accurate Informn 
tlon on the subject was the late Herr 
Gntke. Living on the little Island of 
H< Roland, In the direct route of ml 
giHtion. and entirely devoted to bis 
subject, he wan able to verify for htro 
self many facta which had until then 
••pciiped notice. 

For Instance, he pointed out that 
blrda on migration often flew very 
high — probably as much aa 12.000 feet 
lover two miles) above the ground 
That they do ly at a great height haa 
b.»en corroborated by aatronomers. 
who have aeen birds flying across the 
face of the moon at a height of not 
less than one mile. 

Oatke's Idea on speed were prob- 
ably exaggerated, but only by a theory 
of a tremendous swift flight at a high 
altitude could he account for the fact 
that certain birds were never, or rare- 
ly, seen In the countries between their 
winter and summer quarters. For In- 
stance, he pointed out that the blue 
throat, which winters In Africa and 
breeds In Scandinavia, Is but rarely 
met with In any of the countriea on 
the line line of route— Italy, Greece 
and southern Germany. 

When they arrived at Helgoland 
they came In large flocks and were 
tired and exhausted; also they always 
arrived at the same hour — somewhat 
late in the morning. He thought it 
probable that they left Africa at dusk 
the previous evening, and by flying at 
the rate of 180 milea an hour would 
be able to reach Helgoland in the one 
(light. 

Between 1860 and 1887 the British 
association granted some money to a 
special committee for the study of mi- 
gration, and by means of schedules 
much Information was collected about 
the birds that are killed annually at 
coast lights Although many facts 
were thus obtained the observations 
n this respect are almost entirely de- 
pendent on weather conditions. In 
fact. It may be said that the only mi- 
gration that can be actually seen is 
chat which has partly failed, for It la 
only when delayed 'or held back by 
storms or fog that birds obviously on 
paaaage are encountered along the 
coast or in other places where they are 
not uaually found. 

In Denmark and Germany ornitho- 
logists have been experimenting by 
-lngtng birds and having those that 
are caught returned to the address giv- 
en on the aluminum band placed on 
the bird's leg. 

In this way the habits or migration, 
speed and direction of flight and other 

facta are discovered. 8torks have glv- " , t C" J . "J'™ 
en the most striking result, from ring- B P ooa m tte sk y P»«or?' 
Ing. Without exception all storks that 
have been recovered In the first au- 
tumn after ringing had traveled In a 
due southeasterly direction. 

From Hungarla to Palestine no 
ringed birds have been procured, but 
from Palestine four have been return- 
ed, from Alexandria one, Blue Nile one, 
Victoria Nyanxa one and no fewer 
than seven from the Transvaal, Natal. 
Basutoland, etc., while of the Hun- 
garian storka (marked by the Hun- 
garian office) no fewer than seventeen 
have been recorded from the various 
localities In South Africa. It Is, there- 
fore, practically certain that north Ger- 
man and Hungarian atorks travel 
southeast to Palestine and thence due 
south to South Africa.

TWO FINE DISHtS OF VEAL 



Bast Methoda of Preparing Meat That 
Reqiilrea Particular Car* In Ita 
Preparation. 

Curried Veal. Indian -Cut about 
two pounda of lean, raw veal Into 
pieces, place, tn a saucepan, cover 
with warm water, and aeaaon with two 
pinches of aalt and a pinch of pepper, 
add a garnished bouquet and half a 
dozen small onions and cook the 
whole for twenty-fire minutes. Pre 
paru a gill of white roux In a sauce 
pan, moisten It with the liquor from 
the veal, atlr well, and add one tea- 
apoooful of moistened curry and time 
raw yolks of egg*, beating them up 
as they are put In. Place the veal 
on a hot dish, strain the roux over It 
immediately, as it must dot cook 
again, garnish with a border of boiled 
rice, and serve at once. 

Veal Cutlets, Lyonnalse — Trim the 
cutlets and dust them on both sides 
with salt and pepper. Place a lump 
of lard In a stewpan and when it has 
ni. Ited put In the cutlets and fry oved 
a brisk fire till done on both sides. 1 
Drnln the fat out of the stewpan, and ' 
pour over the cutlets one-half teacup- 1 
ful of rich broth and boil It quickly 1 
until reduced to a glace. Turn the 1 
cutlets, pour in the same quantity of 
broth at before, and reduce that to 
a glace. Now arrange the cutlets in a 
circle on a hot dish. Pour Into the 
atewpan In which they were cooked 
one-half pint of brown sauce and one 
teacupful of Madeira wine; boll and 
then add one teacupful of chopped 
gherkins, two or three tablespooufuls 
of chopped parsley and a small piece 
of butter.

Garlic Too Strong a Seasoning Unless 
the Utmost Care Is Employed 
in the Cooking. 

Oarlic Is a bulbous plant formed 
with a thin husk containing several 
bulbs known as cloves. This condi- 
ment Is little appreciated by people of 
the north, who consider It rather as a 
medicine than an aliment. 

Some have the firm conviction that 
garlic is a powerful preservative; 
against fevers and contagious dis- 
eases, but It Is suspected that they 
have invented this pretext to excuse 
their Immoderate liking for this terri- 
ble condiment. A small crust of 
bread on which a clove of garlic has 
been rubbed is sufficient to flavor the 
contents of a large salad bowl. The 
garlic genus comprises the plants 
known as garlic, leek, onion, chive? 
and shallots. 




Turkish Croquettes, 
Chop a pound of veal fine, grate 
white bread to the amount of one cup- 
ful with it, and mix the whole togeth- 
er with an equal amount of mince ham 
and half a cupful of chopped chicken 
If the latter Is convenient— it 1b not 
absolutely necessary. Season well 
with pepper and salt and "bind" It 
with two tablespoonfuls of rich gravy 
and two beaten eggs. Butter a mold 
and line it with macaroni that has 
been previously boiled and then turn 
the veal mixture Into it, pressing it 
well down. Place the mold In a dish 
with boiling water within an Inch of 
its top and steam for half an hour. 

Remove and turn out of the mold on 
to a hot platter and pour over It any 
rich gravy.

Rib chops can 
be nicely Frenched by scraping the 
long bone of each one uatil entirely 
denuded of fat and meat.

These 
simply need the trimming off of super- 
fluous fata. The broiler is rubbed with 
a bit of fat, the chops arranged in it 
and cooked over a clear, very hot Are.

Delicacy That May Be a Novelty, and 
In Any Event la Sure to 



Make a crust using six heaping 
tablespoonfulB of flour, three table- 
spoonfuls of lard and butter, half and 
half, and saltspoonful of salt and Just 
enough water to rool out. Have ready 
some nice tart apples sliced fine, and 
also cheese sliced very thin. Fill 
each one with apples, sprinkle sugar 
and cinnamon over the apple, put a 
tiny piece of butter on top, then turn 
up the edges of the crust, overlapping 
the upper side about two Inches. Wet 
the edges of the crust with milk, bake 
a ait brown. Remove from the oven, 
rals. the upper crust, put In the 
cheese, recover, turn a tin over the 
turnovers and stand in the oven again 
for ten minutes, leaving the oven door 
open This softens the cheese. Eat 
While warm. Caraway seed may be 
used Instead of cinnamon If desired. 
The turnovers may be eaten plain 
with cream or with a liquid sauce as 
preferred.

Geneva Pudding. 
Heat four cups of milk In a double 
boiler, stir In seven-eighths cup of 
corn meal and, when smooth, add 
three cups of coarsely chopped, pared 
sweet apples, one-half cup of molasses, 
one-half cup of sugar and one-quarter 
level teaspoon of salt. Mix all well 
together, add four more cups of milk, 
which need not bo heated, and pour j 
into a large buttered pudding dish or 
into a kettle or pan of the tireless 
cookgr, which must be buttered the ' 
same aB a baking dish. Set in a 
moderate oven for four hours or in 
the cooker for eight or ten hours. 



Baked Haah. 

One and a quarter pounds of shoul- 
der or neck of mutton; lean as you 
can get It. Cover with boiling water 
and cook tender. Remove the bones 
and gristle and chop meat very fine. 
Add three boiled and creamed pota- 
tiNa, a tablespoonful salt, peper to 
taste, tablespoon of parsley minced 
very fine, and a few drops of onion 
juice. Mix all together and turn Into 
a baking dish. Pour over It a table- 
spoonful of milk. Add fine bread- 
crumbs mixed with melted butter, aud 
bake a nice brown — about twenty min- 
utes. Serve fron^ same dish. 

Keep Lace Freah. 

White lace should never be put 
away without ttrwt being cleaned and 
repaired. It should then be laid In a 
box lined with blue tishue paper, and 
sprinkled all over with a little .pow- 
dered magnesia, the paper biing then 
wrapped round the laco so that It Is 
completely protected from the air 
When the lace Is again required the 
magnesia can easily be shaken out. 

Onion With Ouck. 
Many people dislike the taste of 
wild duck, but by boiling duck* la 
water enough to cover, with one good 
sized onion aud a pinch of baking 
soda, until onion Is tender, that btrong 
taste will vunlbh. Then your duck is 
ready to bake, or, if Jointed, drain a 
few minutes, roll In flour and fry In 
'hot fat until a nice brown.
